from bus bribery figure 


Caraway denies wrongdoing 
in receiving thousands from 


Louisiana man’s business

One of the most powerful elected 


officials in Dallas received tens of 


thousands of dollars from a Loui- 
siana businessman who recently 
pleaded guilty in the bribery case 
rocking the Dallas County Schools 
bus agency. 

Dwaine Caraway, the longtime 
city councilman and current mayor 
pro tem, got at least $25,000 in re- 
tainer fees from a company run by 
the businessman, Slater Swartwood,

KXAS-TV (NBC5) has learned. 

Caraway disclosed payments of 
$25,000 or more in both 2013 and 
2014, according to records obtained 
by The Dallas Morning News. 

Other records show Caraway’s 
family received a $20,000 home loan 
in 2014 — a loan that the councilman

Dreamer citizenship 
would come with wall 
funds, drastic curbs

WASHINGTON — The 
White House offered a deal 
Thursday that would allow 1.8 
million young immigrants to 
become citizens, in exchange 
for drastic curbs on future 
immigration and $25 billion 
to build a wall along the U.S.- 
Mexico border. 

The White House cast it 
as a “compromise” that both 
sides in Congress could sup- 
port, as lawmakers have begun 
negotiations over the expiring 
Deferred Action for Child- 
hood Arrivals program. But it 
doesn’t address the status of 
most of the 11 million people 
in the country illegally, and in 
that regard it differs substan- 
tially from “comprehensive” 
deals debated for years. 

Immigration advocates 
called it a nonstarter — an ef- 
fort to sweeten a set of dra- 
conian policies by ending the 
threat of deportation that has 
hung over young immigrants 
since President Donald Trump 
scrapped an Obama-era exec- 
utive order last fall. 

The White House plan 
would dramatically curb 
“chain migration,’ which lets 
newly minted Americans and 
some green card holders peti- 
tion to bring family members

Trump threatens to stop more aid to Palestinians

DAVOS, Switzerland — President 
Donald Trump arrived at a global 
economic summit in the Swiss Alps 
on Thursday, threatening to stop ad- 
ditional U.S. aid to the Palestinians 
and dismissing as a “false rumor” the 
idea that there are tensions in the 
US. relationship with Britain. 

Trump's debut appearance at the 
glitzy World Economic Forum was 
hotly anticipated, with longtime at- 
tendees of the free-trade-focused 
event wondering how the “America 
First” president would fit in. Crowds 


clustered around Trump as he en- 
tered the modern conference hall and 
told passers-by that he was bringing 
a message of “peace and prosperity.” 

Trump framed his visit as a sign 
of positive things happening for the 
U.S. economy. 

“When I decided to come to Da- 
vos, I didn’t think in terms of elitist 
or globalist. I thought in terms of lots 
of people that want to invest lots of 
money, and theyre all coming back 
to the United States, theyre coming 
back to America,” the president told 
CNBC. 

His meeting with Israeli Prime 


Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, a 
close ally, was their first since the 
president announced earlier this 
month that he would recognize Je- 
rusalem as Israel’s capital and move 
the U.S. Embassy there. The declara- 
tion delighted Netanyahu and out- 
raged Palestinians, who declared a 
new U.S.-led peace push dead and 
refused to meet with Vice President 
Mike Pence during his recent visit to 
the Mideast. 

Trump took that as an affront. 

“They disrespected us a week ago

Trump

White House counsel 
refused to carry out his 
order, sources say

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump ordered 
the firing last June of Robert 
Mueller, the special counsel 
overseeing the Russia inves- 
tigation, according to four 
people told of the matter but 
ultimately backed down af- 
ter the White House counsel 
threatened to resign rather 
than carry out the directive. 

The West Wing confron- 
tation marks the first time 
Trump is known to have tried 
to fire the special counsel. 
Mueller learned about the epi- 
sode in recent months as his 
investigators interviewed cur- 
rent and former senior White 
House officials in his inquiry 
into whether the president ob- 
structed justice. 

Amid the first wave of news 
media reports that Mueller 
was examining a possible ob- 
struction case, the president 
began to argue that Mueller 
had three conflicts of inter- 
est that disqualified him from 
overseeing the investigation, 
two of the people said. 

First, he claimed that a 
dispute years ago over fees at 
Trump National Golf Club in
